The full 
details, of course, are carefully cun- 
ceiilfd. but. it may be said with assui1- 
mi'-L- that the terms as they will appear 
In this first draft will be: 


First—The withdrawal of Spanish au- 


thiirity from Cuba, with the understand- 
ing that, under a protectorate established 
b> the I'nited States, the Cuban people 
will be permitted to set up a stable gov- 
ernment. 


Second—Tho absolute and uncondi- 


tional cession of Porto Rico to the United 
Blutes. 


Third—The settlement of the Philip- 


pine problem by some form of confer- 
ence or commission, from which the 
United States will claim a maximum of 
commercial and strategic advantage, 
combined with a minimum of govern- 
mental responsibilities. 


The l/aclrones. the Carolines and the 


rest of t|ie smaller conquests we have 
made or may hereafter make, will play 
no part In thf negotiations, or at least 
to the extent of interfering In any way 
with prompt agreement upon terms of 
peace.

which will practically hand back the 
Inlands to Spain. This covers the mo- 
tive of her choloe of time, and has made 
our government rather more Independ- 
ent than It would ordinarily be in the 
manner of receiving Spain's overtures. 


But recent events have contributed, 


also, to the ease with which we could re- 
linquish our grrlp upon the Philippines as 
a whole'without loss of dignity or cause 
of self reproach. The party chiefly re- 
sponsible for relieving us of our embar- 
rassment is General Agulnaldo himself, 
who while he has Justly commended 
himself to our administration by his 
course of moderation and ordinary ad- 
herence to the rules of civilized warfare, 
has had his undisciplined vanity unduly 
swelled by his success at arm*. Private 
advices received here show that the 
Philippine Insurgents generally are as 
uncertain of temper as our Cuban allies, 
in the province of Santiago. Though re- 
ceiving every kindness at the hands of 
the Americans, they have refused to aid 
when we needed it and turned upon us 
In a distinctly hostile spirit upon more 
than one ocosioii. Their present leader 
encouraged their folly by his example 
the other day in proclaiming his dicta- 
torship and the absolute independence 
of hit republic. The news of the step 
van very briefly given in the published 
official dispatches, but the details which 
were not given to the presss showed that 
we had been relieved thereby of a very 
onerituH responsibility and that we were 
t>nce more free as air In our ability to 
dispose of the Philippine*. 


It was tin- chunked attitude of th« 


Philippine rebels towards us a.nd our 
consequent relief from embarrassment 
on their account \\hich inspired the 
statement so freely made by the prekj- 
ilent lately, that he considered the con- 
ditions ripe for peace negotiations, and 
that we might therefore witness the be- 
ginning at almost any time. 


The present opening Is considered in 


the administration circle only tentative, 
ppuiu (3 expected. Indeed, to reject our 
terms when we first name them, but a 
series of "bacl»s and tills" are expected to 
bring out something satisfactory by and 
by. 


Ample evidence is furnished that cab- 


inet ollicers were in earnest when they 
said that Spain's overtures toward peace 
would not retard the aggressive cam- 
paigns of the {Tnlted ptate« military 
and naval forpes. 
Not only are the 


preparations for conquering Porto nu-o 
going ahead without the slightcat dis- 
position or> the part of the authorities 
,to be inHuenced by the presentation of 
the Spanish note, out the naval admin- 
istration is equally active In expediting 
its plans for pushing the enemy.

Meanwhile the \\orU of getting the 


easU-rn squadroh in condition Cor along 
voyage is progressing at Guantanumo, 
twhere most of the warships are. Such 
of the vessels as are in neei} of extensive, 
overhauling: though thfir long service 
in tropical waters will be recalled to the 
United States to be placed in dry dock, 
but the others are being cleaned, re- 
paired and generally restored with the 
meagre facilities affored at such a dis- 
tance from a navy yard. Divers are at 
»v.jik cleaning the bottoms of Watson's 
ships, and the crew of the repair ship 
Vulcan is kept very busy indeed. This 
activity, it is explained, means that the 
^iavy department is taking no chances 
of an abortive ending of the peace pro- 
posals, and whatever be the resulv.'the 
fleet in West Iniftan waters will be In 
prime condition in a very short time. 


It can b.e stated ou the authority of 


tlie state department and the foreign 
embassies here that there were no over- 
tures in behalf of Spain for peace or a 
cessation of hostilities until the French 
ambassador last Tuesday afternoon 
presented his note to the president. This 
statement is made with full knowledge 
of. European denials, and must be ac- 
cepted as that of the government of tfte 
United States. Therefore, all of th* 
talk about bad faith shown by our KOV- 
ernment in pressing the Porto Rican 
campaign during the last few days is 
absolutely without foundation, and our 
government has done nothing that can 
(subject it to criticism on this score. 


Persons qualified to speak for Spain 


in this "country make the same state- 
ment. The alleged charges of bad faith, 
against, the United ptates attributed to 
Premier Sag^sta are discredited as in- 
ventions designed to prejudice the suc- 
cessful progress of the present peace 
movement. It could pot be contemplat- 
ed, for a monrent that any mere personal 
exchange of views between persons in 
Europe could be construed as an over- 
lure for peace, and it can be again af- 
firmed that the United States govern- 
ment has not been a party to it. More- 
over, so far as Ambassador Cambon is 
concerned, it can be stated positively 
that he made no overture, direct of In- 
direct, official or unofficial, relating to 
peace or to any phase of peace, prior to 
£ o'clock Tuesday afternoon. 


Military authorities regard Premier 


Sagasta's alleged statement that peacA 
overtures operate to'stay the course of 
hrllltary operations as little short of 
amazing, and directly contrary not only 
to the military law of the United States 
but to the whole reclgnUed principles 
of International- law. 
In general the 


international layy writers agree that 
military operations stop only when a 
truce or an armistice Is actually con- 
cluded, and that this truce or armistice 
must be In writing. Vntll then the mere 
preliminary overture toward a swapen- 
•|on of hostilities l» not regarded as any 
warrant for stopping the war. 


The military authorities, as well as the 


ipeclflc regulations of the United State* 
kold that there Is no'evupenslon of hos- 
lllltlea prior to the agreement to »us- 
tw>nd military operations.

From statements made 
by witnesses in tliis case there is an in- 
dication that the sailing ship's horn was 
heard on board the steamer and. was 
answered by her." 


With regard to the speed of the stearn- 


er at the time of the collision, nothing 
can be absolutely Tnd, eorreclly known, 
as to its ratv, except from the infei- 
lOnoes drawn from the various state- 
ments made in evidence. Perhaps tier 
speed will never be accurately known. 
Taking the distance H\« steamer had 
run from Sanely IKwk bar and the time 
elapsed when she had reached the po$i- 
tion where the collision occurred It gives 
an average speed o$ between 16 and IT 
Vnots per hour. From the sudden man- 
ner the gteamer first came in sight upon 
the port bow of the sailing ship and her 
equally quick" disappearance in the fog 
immediately after the casualty, as shown 
by the evidence, the court Is forced to 
the conclusion that the steamer was 
"proceeding at a very high rate of speed. 
' Article 20 states that when a steam 
vessel and a sailing vessel are proceed- 
ing In such directions as to Involve risk 
of-collision the steam vessel shall keep 
out of the way of the sailing vessel. For 
reasons unknown to the court the Sitenrn,. 
er did not keep clear of th-j sailing ves- 
sel. 


^rtiule ,11 »ays, "Whereby anj of these 


ruies one of the two vessels is to keep 
out of the way, the other shall keep her 
course and speed." The evidence np(u\ 
this point Is of a clear and sijtistactory 
character and conclusively proves that 
the saiUns? ship under the circumstances 
did keep her course and .speed, accord;-.

The court is of. opinion that 
her master would not have been Justified 
In departing from the statutory regula- 
tions unless he could have sheltered 
himself under the conditions point 
out In article 21. Had thp ptcatnrr been 
*seen In sufficient Uwe It tn p^aitlhlc some 
tnancuvot might have been made on 
board the Hailing ship for that purpose, 
but It was Impossible In front 10 to 30 
second* to do that.
